Couple Dead After Detec- 
tives’ Vain Search. 


MARRIAGE WAS SECRET 


Parents Opposed Union—Bride- 
groom Found With Head 
Pillowed on Wife’s Arm.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. 3 Nov. 3.—Fif- 


ty feet from a path in the woods of 
Northfield, near here, Harry Pierce, 2 
hunter, came upon the bodies of 18-year- 
old James F. Bly, a medical student. 
and his girl bride, who was Miss Rose 
Herring of this city. 

Nearly two months ago the young 
couple disappeared. Their parents made 
a wide search, aided by relatives and 


friends, and engaged private detectives 
but all efforts to find the couple wers 
in vain. 

Dead leaves from the closely cluster- 
ing trees almost covered the bodies 
when they were found. The youth's 
head was pillowed on the girl’s artr. 
Amid the leaves was a rusted revolver 
and a sheet of stained paper, from which 
rain had nearly obliterated the message 
left by young Bly. It read: “Death is 
the easiest way out. Rose will kill ner - 
self and I will follow.“ 

Letter te “Dear Myrtle.” 

Two weeks ago the boy’s mother, Mrs. 
Albert J: Bily,, with his grandmother 
and aunt, left her home at the Ralston, 
this city, and/went to visit friends in 
Northfield. Returning, they took a short 
cut through the woods to\get to the trol- 
ley road. In doing so they passed with- 
in 50 feet of the spot where young Sly 
and his bride lay dead. 

Next to the Hotel Ralston is the He- 
tel Saxony, and there Miss Rose Har- 
ring lived with her mother. She met Bly 
last June. His home is m Altoona, Pa.. 
where his father is an expert electrician 
for the American Railway Association.

there was found in one of Bly’s pockets 
a letter addressed to “Dear Myrtle.’ 
Though much of it was illegible owing 
to exposure, there could be deciphered 
statements that he was having difficul- 
ties with his parents on account of his 
marriage, and that he did not want them 
to know his whereabouts, because he 
feared they would have him confined in 
a sanitarium. 

Boy Bride Nervous. 

Bly and his wife left Atlantic City on 
Sept. 2, he to take up his medical studies 
and she to visit a Mrs. Hughes, a family 
friend. The bride returned to Atlantic 
City Sept. 8 and saw her mother and 
several friends. She was nervous ani 
worried, but took nobody into her con- 
fidence.

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BANKERS CALLED [POLICE BELIEVE. 


TO. POLICE STREETS 
DURING CAR STRIKE 


200 Indianapolis Business Men 
Are Summoned to Act Under 
Pain of Arrest. 


BARNS GUARDED BY FORCE 


Officers Wield Clubs—Effort to 
Start Traction: Liners Given 
Up—Schools Depleted. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 3.—No ef- 
fort was made up to noon today to re- 
sume street car service, which has been 
tied up since Friday night by the strike 
of the employes of -the Indianapolis 
Traction and Terminal Co. 


Although police were detailed to guard 
strikebreakers, strikers: and sympathiz- 
ers flocked so thickly near the Louisiana 
street car barns that the cars were not 
run out. The crowd kept orderly and 
quiet, but remained on watch a block 
from the barns. 

Bankers, merchants and professional 
men are to guard the streets tonight 
that the police may devote their time 
to protection of car company property. 
Sheriff Porttus served summonses on 
200 representative business men this 
morning, ordering them to report for 
guard duty. as deputies. 

Arrest for Refusal Threatened. 

Among those summoned are James A. 
Allison, secretary of the Indianapolis 
Speedway; Fred M. Ayers, a merchant; 
Harry Atkins, manufacturer; William H. 
Brown, automobile manufacturer; for- 
mer Postmaster Robert H. Bryson, Otto 
F. Frenzel, Merchants’ National Bank; 
Cc. C. Hanch, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce; Thomas C. Howe, presi- 
dent of Butler College, and others. 

The summonees stated that lawless 
disorder, accompanied by many breaches 
of the peace and destruction of prop- 
erty, prevail and that the municipal po- 
lice have declared themselves unable 
to cope with the situation. The men 
were called upon to aid the Sheriff un- 
der pain of arrest. 

Clubs were used freely by thé police 
when an attempt was made to run 
the cars which stand on street corners 
into the barns. The Grst. attempt was 
made on cars only a hundred feet or 
more from the barns. 

Crowd Resist Police. 

The police put their shoulders to 
the cars. When the strike sympathizers 
ciscovered the plan, they crowded to 
the front ends and resisted the mus- 
cullar efforts of the police. The men 
scattered at the use of the clubs, but 
returned whenever the police resume 
their attempts. The effort Was given 
up. 

Much talk was currént that sympa- 
thetic strikes would be called dy nu- 
merous trades. 

Most of the factories were short- 
handed, owing to the inability of em- 
ployes to reach their places of bus 
ness. The automobile and trugk trans- 
fer systems could handle only a smal 
proportion of the people. Few women 
were on the downtown streets. 

Although none of the schools was 
closed, the attendance was much smal!- 
er than usual. The high schools, espe- 
cially, lacked attendance. 


WILSON’S TRUST PROGRAM 
“ARMED TO THE TEETH” 


Friends of President Think He 
Plans Drastic Action Against 


Monopolies. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3—President 
Wilson said today that he would not 
launch any rec endations for anti- 
trust legislation until the currency bill 
was passed and that it would be his aim 
to keep the currency question the cen- 
ter of attention. He made it plain, 
however, that he had some very definite 
ideas on the trust question. 

“An anti-trust program armed to the 
teeth,” is the way those close to Presi- 
dent Wilson describe his plans. 

The President, they say, intends to 
get behind whatever measure the chair- 
man of the two congressional commit- 
tees will work out. The President let it 
be known that he is opposed to the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee currency amend- 
ment providing for four regional reserve 
banks instead of 12, as the House Cur- 
rency bill. He told callers today that 
to change any of the fundamentals of 
the House bill. would alter the whole 
thing. He made it clear that he would 
continue to stand firmly for the Glass 
Dill.

City detectives concluded Monday that 
the mysterious shooting of Frederick I. 
Tiemann of 4810A St. Louis avenue, col- 


lector for the ‘Holbrook-Blackwelder 
Real Estate Trust Co., in a prepared 
trap in the vestibule of the house at 
3106 Lucas avenue, after a telephone 
message summoning him there, was an 
intended robbery, 

They believe, the robber, who may 
have had an accomplice, was someone 
familiar with Tiemann’s business habita, 
who knew that he collected large sums 
on the first day of every month. 

$75 in Pocket Not Taken. 

The day of the shooting was the first 
day of November. What the plotter 
apparently overlooked was that it was 
Saturday, and that Tiemann would de- 
posit in the bank, before noon, all his 
morning collections. He had $75 in his 
pocket when he was shot, but this was 
not taken. 

Further study of the trap, which evi- 
dently was prepared for days in ad- 
Vance, caused the detectives to believe 
that the plan of the person or persons 
who set it was to confront Tiemann 
with a revolver in such a way that he 
could not see the man holding the re- 
volver, and in this way to get his 
money. 

The inner door of the house, with a 
panel of glass knocked out, served as 
a “cashier’s window.” A pulley-and- 
lock system, by which the men inside 
locked the outer door on Tiemann to 
prevent his retreat, was the other part 
of the trap. The scheme failed to work 
exactly as planned, the detectives be- 
lieve, because Tiemann seized the re- 
volver and pulled its holder to a place 
where he cquid see him. 

Tiemaun Expected to Recover. 

Tiemann, Whose left eyeball was de- 
atroyed by one of the bullets, was con- 
scious Mcnday, and is pete ts re- 
cover. When Police Department repre- 
sentatives called on him to ask for an 
“ante mortem statement,” he replied 
that he was not going to die, and that 
there would be no sense in his making 
such a statement. 

In talking with reporters, he did not 
change the story he told Saturday 
evening. He told then of the telephone 
message which called him to 3108 Lucas 
avenue, the adjoining and connecting 
house, and how, passing 3106, he saw 
a panel broken from the front door 
sash and went up to investigate: and

how, as he stepped inside the outer 
vestibule, the pulley and lock contri- 
vance closed and locked the outer door 
behind him. He then saw the revolver 
projecting from the door, grappled with 
the man who held it, and was shot 
twice. The less serious wound was a 
deep scalp wound. 

Tiemann ridiculed the action of de- 
tectives in questioning Charles Pickel 
Jr., repair man for Holbrook-Blackwel- 
der, at the house and later at the Day- 
ton Street Station. He said he knew 
Pickel and was on good terms with 
him, and that his assailant, whom he 
would recognize if he saw him again, 
was not anyone he knew. 

Key of Adjoining House Taken. 
The detectives’ reason for asking Pick- 
el to go with them to the house was 
that the company’s record shows that 
the key of the adjoining and connecting 
house, 3108 Lucas avenue, was taken out | 
by Pickel. 

Friday was shown by the record as the 
date when the key was taken, dit 
Pickel said this was a mistake, and 
that he took the key Saturday evening. | 
intending to visit the scene of the shov:- 
ing Sunday. He said he was the only 
person at the office when the news of 
the shooting came in, and that he teie- | 
phoned to officers of the company, in. 
forming them of the attempt to xkill 
Tiemann. This was verified by some of 
those whom he called up. 

At the house, at the request of the 
policemen, Pickel took down the pulley 
apparatus used in making the trap, and, 
by use of his repair tools, completed 
the job quickly. The apparatus was tak- 
en to the station, to be held as ei- 
dence. 

Several articles ond in the house, ' 
which had been for some time vacant, 
are being held in view of the possibil-. 
ity that Tiemann’s assailant may ere 
left some of them there. Among these 
were a bottle of chloroform, four pairs 
of pliers, a stick of solder, a gimlet and 
a revolver, four chambers of which had

Detect False Returns Un- 
der New Law. ee 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—It is going to 
be serious business for those who at- 
tempt to avoid payment of the income 
tax; so Government officials say, for the 
law provides failure to make returns or 
to make fraudulent returns will be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $2000 


or imprisonment for one year or both, 
in the discretion ot the Court. : 

Of course, the Government is going to 
rely somewhat upon the honesty of the 
individual, but there will be other ways 
of finding out if such returns are in 
proper shape. For instance, a corps of 
334. Deputy Collectors, besides special 
agents and inspectors, will be selected 
tu enforce the provisions of the law. The 
Deputy Collectors are to co-operate 
with the Collectors of Internal reve- 
nue, while the agents and inspectors 
will work directly under the Commis

ton, 

Secretary of the Treasurer McAdoo be- 
zeves that the regulations thus far ts- 
sued, providing for the collection of 
the tax on incomes at the sdurce are 
not as complicated as some persone be- 
lieve. He thinks that after they have 
been in operation long enough there 
will be little or no need for any change. 
He admits they were gotten out some- 
what hurriedly in order to take effect 
Nov. 1 and that perhaps they may need 
amending.

The renter of a flat, apartment, store 
an other real estate will not be required 
to withhold as Government income tax 
1 per cent of his rental until the amount 
paid in any one year exceeds $3000, ac- 
cording to the additional regulations for 
the collection of the income tax at the 
source received by the Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Monday, from Internal 
Reventie Commissioner Osborn of Wash- 
ington. 

Untu the regulations were received, 
the impression prevailed that the renter 
must withhold 1 cent of his monthly 
payments unless owner had previous- 
ly filed with him a statement claiming 
exemption. “ 

The regulations 
banks, trust companies, brokers and oth- 
er withholding agencies during the day 
cleared up most of the income tax prob- 
lems upon which regulations had not 
been previously issued. 

According to the regulations, dividends 
on capital stock; or from the net earn- 
ings of corporation and joint stock com- 
panies or associations and insurance 


subject to the income tax, and, of course, 
no part of this n is to be withheld 
at the source. 

Life Insurance ae 

Life insurance is not subject to the in- 
come tax, but insurance companies pay- 
img interest ineome in excess of $3000 a 
year. to an individual ane required to 
withhold the Income tax.” . 

While farmers, merchants, commission 
agents, lawyers, doctors, authors, in- 
ventors and other professional persons 
having an income of over $5000 are ex- 
empt from collection of the tax at its 
source, they are required to file their 
cwn returns with the Internal Revenue 
-ollector. 

Exception is made where the income 
of a professional man is paid as salary. 
An example is cited in the case of a 
lawyer who receives $5000 as a retainer 
or special fee, this not belng subject to 
the deduction of 1 per cent at the source, 
but must be accounted for in his own 
return of his total income. If the $5000 
is paid as an annual retainer or fee, the 
income tax must be collected at the 
source on the excess. 

Mayor Kiel and Gov. Major, like the 
President, of the United States, will en- 
joy the full benefit of their salaries, 
which ame $5000 a year. On their income 
derived from their official positions they 
are exempt, but are subject to the tax 
on income derived from other sources. 

Nearly all public officials are exempt 


{trom the income tax. President Wilson 


will be exempt during his present term, 
because, under the Constitution, no law 
could be passed which would increase or 
decrease the amount of his salary for 
the term for which he was elected. 
Judges of the Supreme and inferior 
courts of the United States now in office 
are exempt from the tax, but Congress- 
men, Senators and all other Government 
offices having incomes of. more than 
$3000 a year are taxable. AN officers and 
employes of a state or political subdi- 
vision thereof are exempt. 

The regulations state this includes all 
State, county and municipal officers, 
public school teachers and others re- 
ceiving special compensation from states 
or subdivisions. 


Exemption Married. 

As a possible precaution to forestall 
domestic trouble over the payment of 
the income tax, Commissioner Osborn 
made his regulations specific on this 
point. Single persons may claim an ex- 
emption of $3000, and married persons 
of $4000. 

Where,“ said Commissioner Osborn, 
in the regulations, a husband and wife 
live together and only one of them has 
an annual income Hable for the normal 
tax of one per cent, then the husband 
and wife who has the income shall 
make the return and pay the said tax 


tion of. $4000, 

“But if husband and wife live togeth- 
er, and each has an annual Income lia- 
ble for the normal tax of 1 per cent, then 
in that event they shall make a separate 
return and the $4000 exemption ullowed 
to the husband and wife when living to- 
gether may be claimed and deducted by 
either-the husband or the wife as they 
may mutually agree (but not by both sep- 
arately) or the sald exemption shall be 
prorated between them in proportion to 
their net ncome.“ 

If not living together, the husband and 
wife each would be allowed an exemp- 
tion of $3000. But husband and wife liv- 
ing together, each having an income, 
say of. $5000 a year, would be allowed 
but a single exemption of $4000, and 
would have to pay the 1 per cent tax on 
$6000, which would amount to 360. 

Government Instructions. 

The exemptions allowed for the 10 
months period of the present year will 
be only five-sixths of those of the cal- 
endar year. The exemption for a single 
person wil! be $2500 and for a married 
person, $3333.33, but these exemptions
